IKEBANA DEMONSTRATION AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


One of the top Grand Masters of Ikebana -the term for Japanese flower 
arranging—will give a public demonstration at The Cleveland Museum of Art on 
Monday, October 2, 1989. He is Professor Kazuhiko Kudo, Executive Director of the 
Ohara School of Ikebana in Tokyo. The Ikebana demonstration will take place that 
day at 1:30 pm in Gartner Auditorium. Full details of the day’s program, which is a 
benefit for the new Flower Fund at the Museum, are listed in the enclosed brochure. 

Ikebana is an ancient art in Japan. The Ohara School was founded in 1897 and 
developed a special way of expressing this art form which is subtle and sympathetic to 
nature. It is one of the schools most favored by Japanese and international Ikebana 
groups, which number more than 11,000 members around the world. 

Professor Kudo graduated from Peking Engineering School in Peking in 1945. 
Within a few years he had begun studies of Ikebana at the Ohara School under his 
mother and swiftly became one of Ikebana ’s most admired artists. He will spend 
several days in Cleveland with his assistants, gathering local materials and visiting 
the Museum’s renowned collection of Japanese art. He will also give workshops at 
The Garden Center of Greater Cleveland. 

Two special exhibitions will be drawn from the Museum’s Asian collection and 
mounted in the Museum galleries to coincide with the Ikebana demonstration. The 
shows, which are part of the Museum’s annual fall program titled Asian Autumn, are 
Rimpa Painting, the decorative school of Japanese art, and Scholar’s Studio, 
devoted to objects revered by Asian scholar-painters often inspired by the art of 
Ikebana .
